Ertain it 1s that nothing more 
(; provokes and irritates a Na- 
tion, born to Freedom, as the 
Engliſh Nation 1s, then attempts to 
deprive them of the ancient Conſtitu- 
tons of their Liberty. Like the Thra- 
clans 1 Tacitns, among whom there 
being a Rumor ſpread, that the Ro- 
mans intended ro rout, them out of 
their ſtrong hoJds, and to tranfplanc 
and mix them among other Nations, 
ſent their Embaſladors to the Gene- 
ral of the Romans, Poppeus Sabinus, 
that they would be mindful of their 


Friendſhip and Obedience, 1t no new 


burthens were impos'd upon them 3 
but 
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that ' the Glory of the King and 


2 The Hiſtory of the 
but that if they | were defign'd for 


Slavery, like vanquiſh'd Perſons, they 
wanced neither W eapons, nor Youth, 
nor a Courage, ready to defend their 
Liberty, or to dye in the maintenance 
of it. Nor were the Engliſh leſs ſen- 
ſible of the endeavours of their late 
Princes to have got themſelves out 
of the Ward{hip of their Parliaments, 
and to have brought the whole Na- 


tion into a Subjection and Slavery, 


like that in Fraxce, where the King of 
France tramples upon the Necks of 


his Subjects at his own Will and Flea- | 


fire, and that they took all the ways 
and mcthods of Lewis the XI. to ob- 
tain their Ends. So that the En- 


croachments ot the Prince growing 


ſo high and ripe for Execution, they 
thought it high time to beſtir them- 
ſelves, m order to the throwing off 


that yoak which ſo apparently threat- 
en'd 1hcir own | and the Necks of 
their Polterity. So far was. the late | 


Prince Iced away, by a fond deſire of 
being abtolute, as not to conſider 


the 
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the Roval Family conſiſts 1n the Love 
of the People, and an entire Union 
between the King and them; which 
when it once comes to ceaſe throagh 
a mutual diſtruſt and hatred oft cach 
other, it follows of neceſfity that up- 
on a breach, the moſt powertul muſt 
and will prevail : though this may be 
faid for the Engliſh, that they have a 
natural inclination to their Monarch, 
and that a great matter wil] not alter 
their Allegiancezyet many and repeat- 
&d Ads will alienate their affections, 
and at length cauſe ſuch a Breach as1s 
not to be reconciled. 

For as 1t 1s moſt evident that the 
Lives and Liberties of tne Emnelifh 
People are ſecnr'd by Law ſo there 
15 nothing ſo grievous to an Erglifh 
Commoner, as the breach of that 
Law. And beſides they have ſuch a 
veneration for the Proteſtant Reelt- 
f10n eſtabliſh'd by Law, and ſuch a 
defeſtation of Popery, that there 1s 
nothing which they can leſs brook, 
then a violation of the one, and the 
Introdueing of the other.

he had been delivered up to the Mercy | 
of his Proſecutors by a falſe Jury, for 
making a diligent enquiry after Blood, 
and tracing 1t almoſt home to the Mur- 
derers Doors. 

The 
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The ſame corruption of Juries pro- 
duced thoſe exorbitant Damages given 
upon Scandalum Magnatum, by which 
ſome men who were fined above -their 
Eſtates, were utterly ruined, with their 
Families. Wherein the Judges and Ju- 
ries ated with that Heat and Paſſion, 
for the Plaintiff Lords, againſt the De- 
fendants, as if they had been aGting as 
their Vailals, rather to ſave their own 
ſtakes than to do Juſtice. And thus, 
that which was by our Forefathers lookt 
1pon as one of the main happineſles of 
this Nation, to be try'd by their Peers, 
and honeſt Men of the Vicinity, by the 
name of Juries, and was firſt 1avented 
to curb the diforders of corrupt Judges, 
and to preſerve the Eſtates and Liber- 
tics from, the encroaching Tyranny of 
Arbitrary and Lawleſs Power; was now 
turn'd to the ruin and deſtruction of 
many Innocent People, and become 
one of the chiefeſt Grievances of the 
Nation. 

Then again, if we conſider the da- 
ring Infolencies of the Papiſts, in a King- 
dom where their Superſtitions were ſo 
much abominated., and had been for ſo 

Ci 2 many 
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many years Exterminated 3 'tis no won- 
der if the People ſeeing ſuch an Inunda- 
tion|of Popery rowling in upon them, 
and to be in aferment,finding no means 
unattempted to ſubject them again -un- | 
der the hated Bondage of Rome. 

Thus beſides the Publick Violences 
offered to the ſetled Conſtitutions of 
Cities and Corporations, the horrid 
corruptions of Judges and Juries, even 
the vertue and conſtancy of private per- | 
ſons was attacked, and endeavourd to ® 
be ſhaken by the promis'd favours, and R 
threatning awe of Majeſty it ſelf; while 
the Knack of Cloſettire was a new In- 3 
vention, made uſe of, to make men 
proſtitute their Voices for Elections, 
cofnpliance with the Popiſh deſigns ; and 
none were deemed fit to hold Offices 
and Imployments, but ſuch as would 
furrender up their own, and the free- | 
doms of Others. to facilitate the In- Y 
treagues of Popery.

miſchiefs threatned, by the pernictous 
Doctrines and Practices of the Church of 
Rome. 

For by ſuch ways and means as theſe, 
the Papiſs had laid their Deſigns to 
have blown up the Teſt and Penal Laws 
made againſt the Popilh Prieſts and Je- 
ſaits; and Enacted Puniſhments and 
Foxteitures againſt all other ſorts of 
Papiſts, actually buſte againſt the Go- 
vernment, ſhould have been aboliſh'd 
by a Packt Number of Men, Ele&ed 
contrary to the Native Rights and Pri- 
vileges of the Nation, under the pre- 
tended Name of a Parliament. That 
ſo the Papiſts being at their full Liberty 
might nſurp what they pleas'd, without 
tear of being Troubl'd or Queſtion'd for 
it, upon the Freedoms, Properties and 
Eſtates of the Proteſtants.

For it isa thing which has been too 
frequently experienc'd in this Nation, 
that there 1s nothing ſo much dreaded 
by the Popiſh Party, as the frequent Aſ- 
ſembling of Free Parliaments in England. 
And therefore 1t was that the King of 
France, who had taken up a Reſolution, 
at his firſt coming to his Crown, to abo- 
Iiſh the Proteſtant Religion, and root it 
out of the World, under the Name of 
the Northern Herelie, was fo very Li- 
beral to the late King, as to allow hima 
Penſion of Five hundred thouſand 
pounds a year, to keep off the meetin 
of Free Parhaments, or at leaſt to Diſ- 
ſolve them, and render them uſzeleſs 
when they did meet, as appears by Let- 
ters acknowledged by the late King,

The People were not Ignorant tha 
Parliaments are a Part of the Frame 
of the Common Laws; and that they 
were frequently to meet, for the Com: 
mon peace, ſatety and benefit of thi 
Nation, and ſupport of the Gove: 
ment. 

That they had been all along eſteemed 
an eflential part of the Government, az 
being the moſt. Ancient , Honourable 
and Soveraign Court in the Nation; 
and therefore frequently to fit for the 
making and aboliſhing Laws , redret: 
ſing of grievances, and looking ater 
the due Adminiſtration of Juſtice : And 
theretore not to ſaffer Parliaments to 
fit, to anſwer the great ends for which 
they were inſtituted, was expreſly con- 
trary to the Common Law, and con- 
ſequently to the Law of God and Nv 
ture; and that Violence thereby wa 
offer'd to the Government it ſelf; fince 
the preventing and hindering their St

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over Popiſh Countries, have been an; 
ſecurity to thole that rely'd upon then 
or any conhnement to thoſe that mad; 
them. - | 

For theſe Reaſons, and obſerviny 
alſo that other Neighbouring Nations 
profciling the true Proteſtant Reli 
gion, having found that by ſubmitting 
to Reign over them,they had betray 
themſelves to loſe all that was de: 
unto them, took not only care to re 
lieve themſelves from the Violens 
and Treacherous Attempts of their Re: 
nant Popiſh King, but the Parliamen 
took care to prevent any ſuch difaſten 
by making proviſion, to debar th 
Duke of York, being of Roman Pri 
ciples, from being capable to preteni 
to the Throne: EI 

The caſe in ſhort ſrood thus, mol 
applicable at this preſent conjunctu 
Sigiſannnd the Swede, who had beto 
been choſen | King of Poland , was 
next Heir to the deceaſed King of Sn 
der, admitted to the Throne of th 
Kingdom 3 but upon previous cond 
tions, that he ſhould not infringe the 
Liberties as to Religion, nor introduc 

| Y Pope 
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Popery which they had baniſh'd out of 
their Kingdom. Now this Prince having 
contrary to all Stipulations endea- 
vourd to overthrow their Religion , 
and to. break m upon their Civil 
Richts, the Swedes like a genercus 
People that would expoſe themlelves 
to all Hazards, rather then give up 
their legal Rights, and Sacrifice their 
Conſcences to the Will and Pleaſure of 
their Prince , Commenc'd a War againſt 
Him, under the Command of his 
Uncle Charles, whom they choſe to 
be their Protector. In which War 
being Viſtors, they not only de- 
posd him , but made a Law, That 
no Papiſt ſhould at any time after 
that be truſted with the Scepter. And 
how far this Law conduc'd to their 
preſervation afterwards, was obſerv'd 
by all the World, upon Qucen Chriſtz- 
nas reſigning the Kingdom, before ſhe 
embraced the Catholic Religion 5 ſhe 
well knowing that ſhe could not de- 
Glare her ſelf a Papiſt, and at the ſame 

time remain Queen of Swedelard. 
The People therefore finding thoſe 
ſuſpicions, which the Parliament then 
had 
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had of the Duke, matured into rea] 
Truths in his ſacceeding Government, 
were the more eaſily induced, to de. 
tert him AFing, whom the Commons 
before had ablolutely ſet a ſide while 
he was only deſigning. 

For now let us come to his Actions 
after he came to the Throne 3 and 
they will be found altogether agreea- 
ble to the Obſervations that were 
| made of him, while he was a Subject 

It was obſerved that while he was 
ſubject to. the! Law , he had fo in- 
duſtrioully purſted the ſubverſion af the 
Proteſtant Religion, which was Efta- 
bliſh'd and ſecur'd by 1t, that 1t was 
eaſie to judge what he would do, 
ſo ſoon as he ſhould be ſo ſtated, as 
that -according to a Fundamental Max- 
im of our Law, He could do no 
wrong. They | that took a view ot 
his private Friends, when he was in 
the rank of a Subject , might ea- 
| fily gueſs - what his publick Miniſters 

would be, were he once arriv'd to the 
dignity of a King. There were f&v

x rent, on ſuch a Foundation , as might 
n{M-24ke his SubjedFs happy, and nnite them to 
him as well by Inclination as Dut 'Y Which 
he thought conld be done by no means ſo ef ' 


rs 
c cGnally, as by granting to thee the exer- 
w/e of their Religion for the time to come; 


and adding that to the perfeF enjoyment of 
their Property , which had never been in . 
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any caſe invaded by him ſince his coming 
fo the Crown, Which beins the two thing; 
men valu d moſt ſhould ever be preſerv'd in 
theſe K in2doms.while he reien'd over them, 
as the truſt wethods of their Peace and his 

Glory. 

Further alſo he declared, That he 
would prote and maintain the Archbiſhop, 
Biſhops and Clerg Y> and all other his Shb- 
jeds of the Church of England, 21 the free 
exerciſe of their Religion, as by Law eftz. 
bliſyd, and in the quiet and full enjoyment 
of all their Poſſe|ſzons, without any mole- 
ſtation or diſturbance, whatſocver. 

And to remove all fears and jcalou- 
fies from the minds of his loving Sub- 
zccts, 1n rclation/to Liberty and Proper- 
ty, He further declared, That he would 
maintain them in all their Properties and 
Poſjeiſaons,, as well of Church and Aby 
T.auds, as in any other their Lands and 
Properties whatſoevcr. 

Theſe words were at firſt believ d, as 
coming from the Lips of a Prince; but 
they toon found the.,efte&s of violent 
Councils, quite contrary to theſe Roya 
Engagements and ſolemn Promulcs.

And thus was the Biſhop of Lordoy, 
Perſon no leſs eminent for the Noblln 
of his Family, then conſpicuous for h 
high Degree in the Church of Exel 
and equally remarkable for his true *p 
tcſtant Piety and Devotion, ſuſpends 
from his Epiſcopal Function by vern 
of an Arbitrary Popiſh Commuliton, pt 
into the hands of Proteſtant Coummiſli 
ners, of which the Chancellor was fi 
to be one for the extirpation of Pope 
by ſuſpending /a Proteſtant Biſhop fro: 
the exerciſe of his Fun&ion. 

Theſe violent proceedings againſt 
good a Man as the Biſhop of Londb 
and ſo eminent a ſupport and honour 
the Proteſtant Religion, multiplied tt 
Score of the Peoples Reſentments, al 
gave them juſt cauſe to look about ther

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an] to have a diſguſt againſt all perſons, 
of what degree ſoever, that procur'd 
and countenanc d ſuch Incroachments 
uwon the Laws both Eccleſiaſtical and 
Civil, and that ſhould ſet up ſuch apiece 
of ll cgality, to triumph over Church 
11d State, as was this Lawlels Court. 
And. that it was illegal, the ErcQors 
themielves made 1t Apparent, from the 
cauſes and junqure of the Time thar 
ford them to cancel their Commithon, 
diitolve their Court, and reſtore. the 
very Perſon whom os had ſo unjuſtly 
injur'd, by an Arbitrary and Popilh Su- 
penſion. So clear 1t was that the Pro- 
miſes 1n the Declaration were little re- 
carded, and that if the Redreſs from 
Heaven had not been ſpeedy, the Jeſuits 
and their Proteſtant Tools would have 
made quick work with all the reſt of the 
Reformed Clergy in England, notwith- 
ſtanding the gilded Promules ot the.

The Vice Prefident, upon the Death 
of the Preſident, as already has been 
ſaid,in order to/a new Election, accord- 
ing to the Statutes of the College, 
causd a Citation to be fix'd upon the 
 Chappel door of the ſaid College, lignt- 
{ying. the Vacancy, Time and Place of 
the Fletion. But betore the day of FE 
Ietion came, being credibly informd 
that the King had granted his Letters 
Mandatory in behalt of one Mr. Arths 
ny Farmer, the Fellows by a Petition 
humbly rc reſented to the King that 
Mr. Farmer was incapable of being Pre- 
{dent by their Statutes, and therefore 
humbly beſought the King to leave 
them to a Free Election, or to recott- 
mend ſome other Perſon that was capa- 
ble. But the Petition being rejected,foon 
aſter the Letters Mandatory arriv'd,and 
were deliver d by Mr. Charnock, to the 
Vice-Preſident and the reſt of the Fel- 


lows, requiring them forthwith to Eled

the ſaid Mr. Farmer, and admit him 
Preſident. Upon which the Fellows all 


agreed, in conſideration that Mr. Far- 


mer Was not Qualified, and that ſuch as 
ſhould be abſent from the Eleion were 
in danger of Fxpulſion, and for that the 
Time of Elc&ion was ſo near. to defer 
their Anſiver till the day appointed for 
Election.

by Election or| by Scrutiny. Dr. Far. 
fax, Mr. Thomſon, and Mr. Charnock, 
were for proceeding Viva Voce : all the 
reſt, for Ele&tion by Scrutiny: and'f 
after the uſual, Ceremonies, Mr. How! 
being at length duly choſen, accordiny 
to the Statutes, was pronounced Pre; 
dent of St. Mary Magdalens Collegen 


Oxford, and Mr. Maynard appointed to 


preſent him to the Viſitor for his adm 
ſion. After which Mr. Thomſon an 
Charnock declared Viva Voce for Mr. Fa: 
mer, according to the Kings Letters 
The next day Mr. Hough being preſent- 
ed to the Victor, was ſworn and admit 
ted Preſident by his Lordſhip, accord: 


ing to the Statutes, and afterwards ta: 
king the ſame Oath, at his return, before 
' the Society, took his Seat in the Chap-

In Anſwer : to this, the Fellows laid 
before his Lord{hip the Qualifications

anquiet cemper, that to preſerve the 
peace of the Society, he was delir'd to 
leave the faid Hall. That upon his lea- 
ving Magdalex Hall he was admitted in- 
to Magdalen College, where diſcourſing 
about Religion, he declar'd, T hat ther 
was no Protcſtant but would cut the King: 
Throat., Nevertheleſs, That whatſoever 
he pretended ,] he was really of the 
Church of Emeglard, and that he only.

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| By all which, and ſome other queſtion 
of the ſame nature, it appear thatthe 
Commilſlioners came thither, rather to 
quarrel and cavil with the Prefident 
and Fellows, then to call them to ac- 
compt for any thing which they had 
done illegal or unjuſtifiable. 

The next day the Preſident wasaskd, 
Whither he would ſubmit to the Decree 
of the Commiſſioners, by which the E. 
lection was declar'd void or no ? 

The Preſident anſwer'd, That the De- 
cree of the Lords above, was a Nullity 
in it's ſelt trom the Beginning to the End, 
as it related to him, he having never 
been Cited,- nor having appear'd before 
them either in Perſon or by Proxy. Be- 
fides, that his Cauſe it ſelf was never be- 
fore them, That he was poſleſs'd of a 
Freechold,according to the Laws of Eng- 
land, and the Statutes of the Society, 
and admitted by the real Viſitor, and 
therefore could not ſubmit to that Sen- 
tence, fince he could not be depriv'd of 
his Freehold, but by the courſe of Law 
at Weſtminſter-Hall, or by being incz: 
pable by the Founders Statutes.

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| Then he was requir'd to deliver up 
the Keys of the Preſidents Office and 
Lodgings , to the- ute of the Perſon 
whom the King had appointed Prefſi- 
dent. To which the Preſ1dent made 
anſwer, That there neither was, nor 
could be, any other Preſident ſo long 
as he liv'd cgnformable to the Statutes 
of-the College, and therefore retus'd to 
give up his Right. , Upon whuch the Bi- 


ſhop of Cheſter told 'him, that they de- 


manded his Keys ana Lodgings as: Viſt-, 
tors. To which the Preſident replied, 
That they never deliver'd up the Keys 


to the Biſhop of !! 7ztoz, nor did they 


own a greater Vilttorial Power then his, 
25 having the King's Authority. Not- 
withſtanding all this, and ſome other 
enlargements to the ſame purpoſe, the 
Biſhop of Cheſter perſiſted to demand 
the Keys, and quiet poſleſſion, of his 
Lodging. To which when the Preſt- 
dent made anſwer, That he had not 
ſeen or heard any thing to induce hun 
t0itz the Kings Proctor ſtood up and 
accusd the Preſident of Contumacy. 
And the Biſhop of Cheſtcr admoniſh'd 
him Three times to depart peaceably 
G 3 out 
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out of his Lodgings, and to att no lon- 

| ger. as Preſident, ar pretended Pref; 
dent of the Colledge 3 and then ſtriking 

his Name out of the Book, admoniſhed 

the Fellows, and the reſt of the Society, 

no longer to ſubmit to his Authority, 

The ſame Morning, after ſome Dif- 
pute between Door Fairfax and the 
Viſitors, concerning the Legality of his 
Suſpenfion, the Queſtion was put to. him, 
and all the reſt of the Fellows, Whither 
they would afliſt at the Admiſſion of 
the Biſhop of Oxford ro be Inſtalled 
Prefident by vertue of the King's Man- 
date? To which all the Fellows but 
three made anſwer, That they were 
under Oaths to the contrary, and there- 
fore could not do it. 

In the Afternoon, the ſame Queſtion 
was again put to the Fellows, and the 
ſame Anſwer again returned, that the 
Place of Preſident was full; and there- 
fore they could not conſent to the In- 
ſtalling the Biſhop of Oxford. And then 
it was that Dr. [Hough came into the 
Court, and proteſted againſt their Pro- 
ceedings, and all that they had or ſhould 


hereafter do, in prejudice to him = 
his 
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his Right, as Illegal, Unjuſt and Null, 
and that therefore -he appeal'd to the 
King in his Courts of Juſtice. Upon 
which the Young Scholars in'the Room 
giving a Hum, ſo incenſed the Viſitors, 
that notwithſtanding all the Proteſta. 
tions the Preſident and Fellows could 
make, the Lord Chief Juſtice bound 
the Preſident in a Bond of a thouſand 


Pound, and his Security in the like 


Sum, to make his Appearance by a day 
at the Kings-Bench Bar. 

Within two or three days after, 
Mr. Wiggins, the Biſhop of Caſey's 
Chaplain, was by the Biſhop of Cheſter 
put into the PreſidentsStall inthe Chap- 
pel, by vertue of the King's Mandate 
for the Biſhops and after he had taken 
the Oath which the Statutes enjoyn the 
Preſident to take at his Admiſſion, to- 
gether with the Oaths of Allegiance and _ 
Supremacy, he was by the Viſitors con» 
duced to the Door of the Preſidents 
Lodgings, where knocking three times, 
and the Door not being opened, they 
returned to the common Room, and 
commiſſioned Atterbury and a Tip-ſtaff 
to fetch a Smith and force it open,which 
G 4 was 
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- was done, the Viſitors being preſent all 
the while; but none of the Fellows, un- 
leſs Mr. Charnock, being preſent at any 
of theſe Tryals of Skill. 

Upon the Viſitors return from thi 
piece ofService into the common Room, 
Dr. Fairfax told their Lordſhips, that 
they had been doing what he could by 
no means conſent to. To which the 
Biſhop of Ox'ord replying, that he wa 
big to be delivered of his own Deſtry- 
&ion , demanded of him Whither he 
would ſubmit to the Biſhop of Oxfard, 
then inſtalled Preſident by vertue of the 
King's Mandate? To which the Door 
_ Teplicd,that he neither could nor would, 
| becauſe they had a Legal Preſident al 
ready. Upon which his Name was 
{ſtruck out ot the Book, his Place de 
clared void, and he commanded to de- 
part the College within fourteen days 
Upon: which the Doctor proteſted a 
gainſt the Illegality of' the Viſitors Pro- 
cecdings, and appealed to the Law of 
the Land. | 

After which, ſeveral of the Society 
were prevailed with to ſubſcribe to the 
Inſtallation of the Biſhop of Cxforh 0 


tar 
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far as it was lawful and agrecable to the 
Statutes of the College. But this being 
not thought fatisfaftory above, 1n re- 
card the King requir'd a further ſubmil- 
tion, by acknowledging their contempt 
to his Ferſon and his Letters; and that 
they ſhould promiſe ro behave them- 
ſelves Loyally for the future, that they 
ſhould own the Proceedings and Legali- 
y of the Court 5 implore the King's 
ardon, and lay rhemſclves at his Feet. 
Upon which the Fellows withdrawing, 
and having drawn up the form of a Sub- 
mition oft their own, proteſting their 
readinets to obey the King, but withal 
hat they could not acknowledge them- 

jclves Guilty of a crime, for havin 
ted conformable to themſelves. The 
"litors drew up a Form of their own, 
vhercin the Fellows were oblig'd to ac- 
knowledge the Authority of the Viſt- 
ors, and the Juſtice of their Proceed- 
Ings, and to declare their entire ſub- 
mitiion tothe Biſhop of Oxov. To this 
aper, they were told, they muſt all (ſign 
Orrctuſe, as they were called. To which, 
when all, except Dr. Tho. Smith and Mr. 
harnock retus'd to ſubmit, they prog 
ail 
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all, to the number of Twenty five, by 
: Decree of the Viſtors, declar'd to be 
depriv'd and expell'd from their refpe. 
chve Fellowſhips : And as if this had 
not been enovgh, the ſame Twenty five 
| Fellows were by Sentence of the Lords 
, Commiſſioners 'at Whitehall , declard 
uncapable of receiving or being admit- 
ted, to any Eccleſtaſtical Dignity, Bene- 
ſice or Promotion. And ſuch as were 
not yet in Orders, adjudg'd incapable 
of being admitted or received into the 

lame. | | 
By theſe unjiſt ind ulegal Proceed: 
 Ings, in the Caſe of the Precedent and 
Fellows of Magdalez College, it wa 
_ evident that all the- Proteſtant Miniſters 
in Ezelazd might in a ſhort time be out- 
ed from:thcir Livings ana Benefices, not 
only in Oxford, but in all Parts of Em- 
land; and then it was as plain who were 
to come 1n their Piaces. And who knows 
how far the Power of this Eccletiaſtical 
Commitilion wonld have extended: fince 
the Nation had juſt reaſon to fear, -that 
they who wade ſuch Illegal Invaſions 
upon Ecelcitaſtical Property, would with 
the ſme Injuſtice have deſcended to 
new 
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new Recognitions of Abbey Lands. 

But the Deſigns of the Papilſts difplay- 
ed themſelves much more conſpicuouſly 
in the Proſecution of the Seven Biſhopsz 
while the ſame Declaration which had 
promis'd to protect them in the quiet. 
nd full enjoyments of all their Poſleſſi- 
Ons, without any moleſtation or- diſtur - 
bance whatever, was made the Trapan 
not only to deprive them of their Poſ- 
e Wcliions, but to reach their Lives alſo, if 
poſlible. |

| believe it: I did not exped# this fron 

the Church of England , eſpecially from 

ſome of you. If I change my mind, yn 

ſhall hear from me; if not, I expeF® my 
Commands ſhould be obeyed. 


But it ſeems the King did not change 
his min 1, as 1t appeared by the Cone. 
nences; for ſoon after the Lord Arch 
Biſhop of Canterbury, together. with the 
Lords Biſhops of St. Aſaph, Ely, Chi 
cheſter, Bath and Wells, Peterboronghand 
Briſtol, by a Warrant under the Hands 
| and Seals of ſeveral of the Privy Coos 
cil, were committed to the Tower for 
Contriving, Making and Publiſhing 
Seditious Libel or Writing againſt H 
Majeſty and his Government. Upon 
the day prefixed for the Appearance 0 
theſe Noble Lords, they were brought 
into the Kings-Bench Court, by vert 
of a Habeas Corpus returnable imme 
diate; at what time the King's Attorne 
moved that the Biſhops might plead to 
an Information againſt them. Bur the 


Counlcl tor the Biſhops oppoſed it with 
_ 
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two Objections againſt the Legality of 
the Commitment 3 the firſt of which 
was, that the Return was not good, 
becauſe it ran by the Lords of the Coun- 
c#, and not in Counci], as it ought to 
kave done in Form of Law. The other , 
was, that the Biſhops, as Peers, could 7 
not be committed for a Miſdemeanor.

eard it had been the Pradtice of the 
Court, not to grant any Imparlance for 
twelve years laſt paſt. Upon winch 
the Archviſhap put in a Plea in Writing 
to the fime Effect which the Counle 
had pleaded. | But that being over: 
- ruld by three -of the Judges, (tor 
Mr. Jaſtice Powe// (1ded all along wit 
the Arguments on the Biſhops fide,) 
both his Grace and their Lord(hips the

Within a Fortnight after the Biſhops 
came to their Tryal at the King's-Bench 
Kar, where were many more of the 
Nobility then at their firſt Appearance.

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thers, the Lords the Biſhops, and denied 
that there was any fuch Power as a 
Diſpenting Power mm the King3 which 
if it were once allowed of, there would 
be no need of Parltarnents, ſince all the 
Legiſlature would be in the King which 
he recommended to the Confideration 
of the Jury. 

Juſtice Aliboxne, ſtraining this Point 
too high, would have made the Jury 
believe, that all manner of Petitioning 
he King, in contradiction to his Go- 
ernment, unleſs it were by the Lords 
and Commons aſſembled in Parliamenr, 
vas Seditious: But urging his Memoirs 
oo far, he was taken up by Juſtice

hus, after a full Hearing on bath 
ides, and the Opmions of the Judges 
21vcn, the Court roſe 3 and the Jury 
ting up all Night, the next Morning, 
ae Bilhops being in Court, brought 
hem all in, Not Guilty; which was a 
crdict, ſo plealing to the People, that 
t filled Weſtminſter-hall with Acclama- 
tons, the Camp at Horſlow with Loud 
4 2 Shouts, 
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Shouts, and all the Land with Joy for 
therr Lordſhips Deliverance. 

While the Popiſh Party were driving 
' on thus, Jchu like, with a full Gale of 
good Fortune and Succeſs, nothing troy. 
bled them fo much, as the fear leſt the 
King ſhould dye before they had fully 
accompliſhed their Work. 'They could 
. not; hope for any Production from the 
King and Queen, that was likely to be 
long liv'd, by reaſon of the many Infir: 
mities to which the Queen was ſubjt 
On the other ſide they knew the Queen 
was ſo perfefly devoted to the Popilh 
Religion, that there was nothing which 
they could- propole to her Morall 
poſitble for her to undertake, but ſhe 
would think it Meritorious to be In 
ſtrumental in. And therefore having 
fo laudable a Precedent to recommend 
to her, as that of Q: Mary of England, 
they reſolved to' ſet the Contrivance on 
Foot ; whieh if it took effect, they flat 
tered themſelves that they ſhonld fix: 
new Popiſh Heaven upon Earth. 

To.this purpoſe it was, that a Generd 
Rumour was ſpread abroad, that the 


Queen was with Child, © which ro 
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he Fancies of the Papiſts to that de- 
Tree, that they began to inſult over the 
Proteſtants, and ſcrupePd not to boalkt, 
hat though it were a Daughter, (though 
hey that were in the Conſpiracy knew 
deter things then to have it of that Sex,) 
ret being born after the King was 
rown'd, it would prevent the Suc- 
efſion of Her Royal Highneſs, who came 
nto the World when the King was 
pnly a Duke. But the Queens being _ 
vith Child, was a Story believed by 
one but the Papiſts, and the Pro- 
eſtants were the more confirmed in 
heir Belief, by the Story of the Lady of 
pretto, and the Dutcheſs of Modena's 
\pplication to Heaven mn her bchalt; 
and every body Derided. and Lam- 
Poon d the Mummery , Which was 
ook'd upon to be a meer Contrivance 
df the Jeſuits. 
However, for the ſpace of cight or 
ine Months, ſuch were the great Ex- 
MWpctations of the Queen's being Dchi- ' 
cred, that the Proteſtants both at 
home and abroad were not a little diſ- 
ouraged, as being not a little Appre- 
henſive of the Diſappointment of Her 
3 Royal 
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Royal Highnels, and the Papiſts ng 
leſs encouraged to carry on theirDeſigng 
with more Vigor. But the Ereliſh No. 
bility were not to learn how well 
versd the Prieſts and Jeſuits had been 
from time to time for ſeveral Apes to- 
gether, in framing ſuch Impoſtures and 
Forgeries as theſe, to alter the Suc- 
ceſhon of Crowns for the' Service of the 
Romitſh Sec; and therefore ſeeing them 
labouring with ſo much Induſtry and 
Sedulity to fix in the minds .of the Peo- 
ple a Bclict of the Queen's being with 
Child, and undertaking to give them 
Prophetical Aſſurances that it would be 
a Son; Theſe double Diligencies not 
only raiſed but confirmed the Lords in 
their Suſpicions, that there might be a 
Counterfeit Male-Heir impos'd uponthe 
Nation, and ſet up for a Prince of 
IVales, and that the Prieſts were Adors 
. 1n this Farce, according to the ſeveral 
Parts which they had given them to 
at. Which cauſed the Lords to de- 
termine among themſelves to keep Me- 
morials of the Management of the 
whole Contrivance, ſo Fr as the Infor- 


mations which they received from time 
- to 
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to time, would give them leave. By 
which Obſervations and diligent com- 
paring of Circumſtances together, du- 
ring the time of the Queens Great Belly, 
and Delivery of the Male Infant, the 
Lords were ſo fully convinc'd of the 
Truth of what they ſuſpetted, that they 
no longer made any doubt of the pre- 
tended Prince of Wales's being a Coun- 
terfeit. \ 

For in the firſt Place, the fundamen- 
tal Rules of Equity and Juſtice requir'd, 
that when a Child 1s to be born, which 
immediately upon the Eirth was to be- 
come Heir to three Kingdoms; and at 
the ſame time diſappoints the hopes of 
an Heireſs apparent,and the expetancies 
of ſeveral other Princes of the Blood ; 


it ſhould be abſolutely requiſite that 


ſuch a Child ſhould be born of the 
Queens Body , and that. the Birth of 
ſuch a Child ſhould be atteſted, upon 
their certain knowledge, by Witneſles 
an{werable in number to the importance 
of the Occaſion; 2nd fuch a National 
concern, and againſt whom there can- 
not. be the leaſt exception madefor their 
Reputation, their Vertue, their Parti- 

H-4 , ality, 
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ality, and undeniable Authority, ſuf. 
cient to convince the whale World by 
\ the weight of their Teſtimony. For 
ſuch is the Caſe of a Male-Heir to the 
Crown of England, that' no ſooner is 1 
Son of the Queens Body, born of her 
| Body, but that at the very ſame minute 
and inſtant of Time, all pretenſions of 
Right and Apparences as to any other 
Perfon ceaſe, how ſtrong and valid they 
might be at the very moment before. 
And for that reaſon there 1s nothing + 
gainſt which all the Laws, Civil Juſtice 
and Covernment more charily provide, 
then againſt the violation of Inheritance. 
And theretore the Proofs by which any 
one is Difleiz'd of an apparent Right, 
muſt be ſo certain and undeniable asto 
be beyond all contradiction and cor- 
troule: Otherwile it is a poſitive breach 
of the Law, of God, and all that is {a 
cred upon Earth; a total Diſſolation 
and Annihilation of all Property, Civi 
Juſtice and Government, to invade the 
Apparent and Lawful Right of any per- 
ſon, unleſs with mamfeſt and undenia- 
ble proof of a prior and ſuperior Right. 
Here then was her Royal High, 
elr 
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Heir Apparent to the Crown of Exg- 
lord, Scotland and Ireland, in a great 
probability to have been outed of her 
Apparent Right , by the Pretended 
Birth of a Prince of | Wales. It was 
therefore of neceſſity requiſite, confider- 
ing the ſuſpicions and fealouſies which 

attended the Birth of this Prince of 
ales, that he ſhould have. been born in 
the Preſence of the Princes of the Blood, 
he Prelates of moſt remarkable Eccle- 
{11ſtical Dignity, the Chiefeſt of the No- 
bility, the Ofhcers of Higheſt Truſt in 
he Nation, and the Embaſladors and 
publick Miniſters of Foreign States and 
Princes ; ſo that the Proofs of his Birth 
trom the Body of the Queen, might 
have been ſo undoubted and unqueſtio- 
able, that there ſhould not have been 
ny Room for the leaſt appearance of 

ontradiction or Suſpicion. | 

But on the other (ide, it had been the 
Opmion of moſt People for along time, 

hat the Queen's Body had been fo lon 

llab]'d by Sickneſs and Infirmities, tha 
he was not 1n a capacity to bring forth 
ny liluve, much leſs a Son. According 
0 the Judgment of Dr. Wiſs, who up- 
on 
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on view of one of her Children, 
clar'd that it wanted Stamina Vite, 
the Foundations of Life. 

Then again, for the generality of the 
Nation, they were ſo ull Gatisfied of. the 
Truth of the Queens being with Chil 
notwithſtanding whatever the King 
the Queen might affirm and boak 
themſelves, that hardly one in two. hun 
derd believd it 3 only they were oor 
ſtant in this, That they Univerſally were 
ſatisfied, that it was a deſign of the King 
and his Popiſh Counſels, to impoſe; 
Counterfeit upon the Nation, on pur 
poſe to ſtrengthen their Party by the 
hopes of a Popiſh ſucceſſion, and tode 
Jade unwary Proteſtants into the ſame 
{nare. 

It was the fear and apprehenſion « 
all Men, that the Proteſtant Religior 
not only in Ezgland , but in all Foreign 
Countries would be much endanger, 


or elſe as greatly ſecur'd by the Queen

-The Fleet ſtood out at 
Sea Northward , and met with very 
terrible Storms for two days and nights 
together ; in which bad Weather about 
five hundred Horſe were loſt, and a 
Veſlel ſeparated from the Fleet, wherein 
were four hundred Foot ſuppoſed tobe 
loſt, though afterwards it arrived fafe 
at the Texel, not without having ſuffer'd

The Prince, immediately upon hi 
return, informed the States of the Cor-

In ſhort,that a hundred thouſand'Pomt 
would not repair the Damage firſtkited, 
and that it was almoſt next to Impoſſ- 
bilitv, that the Prince ſhould be in 1 
Probability to purſue his Defign til the 
Spring; though at the ſame rime"al 
hands were at work to repair | the 
endamag'd Ships, which was fo incot- 

| ſiderable, 
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fderable, that in eight days time they 
were all refitted. ' At what time all the 
fleet weigh'd Anchor, and ſtood out 
at Sea , Reering their Courſe North- 
ward all that night; but the next day 
upon Tide of Ebb, they made a ſtretch, 
and made ſomewhat above a League 
a Watch, and then ſtood Weſtward, 
and lay all night in the ſame Po- 
ſure, not making above two Leagues a 
Watch. ; 

About Midnight an Advice-Boat 
brought an Account, that the Exgliſ 
Fleet conſiſting of. three and thirty Sai), 
lay to the Weſtward: of Ours. Upon 
which the Prince fired a Gun, which 
cauſed a great Conltetnation through 
the whole Fleet z we having a brisk | 
Eaſterly Wind, and concluding our 
ſclves to be all ruin'd: But the (mall 
Advice-Boats cruiſing for more cer- 
tainty, brought word, that inſtead of 
the Er2lih Fleet, which the former Ad- 
Vice had alatutm'd vs with, it was Ad- 
miral Herbert with part of the Dxatch 
Fleet, which had been ſeparated for 
ſome hours from the Body of the 
Fleet ; upon whole arrival there was

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no leſs Joy among the Seamen, then 
there had been Fear before. 

In the Morning about. eight of theWth 
Clock, the Prince gave a Signal for the:

" The Council of War from Aboard t. 
the Prince, ſent three ſmall Frigats into I | 
the mouth. of the Thames, who upon 
their return, brought word that the 
Engliſh Fleet lay at the Byoy of the Nore, 
conliſting of Thirty four Sail, belides 

 twoun the Downs; the Wind contint- 
| 1ng at Eaſt North-Eaſt. 

Thereupon the Prince immediately 
gave Order by a iSignal, for ſtretching 

the whole Fleet in a Line from Dower 
t0 
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to Calice, Twenty five Deep, fo that 
the Fleet reach'd within a Leagne of 
cach Place, the Flanks and Rear being 
ovarded by the Men of War ; which 
was a Raviſhing fight to have ſeen 3 
the Drums and Trumpets beating and 
ſounding for three hours together. 
Immediately after - the Prince gave a 
Signal to cloſe, and the Fleet failed that 
night as far as Beachy, following the | 
Signal by the Lights that were hung our 
tothem 5 and according to Comnfand, 
that all the ſmall Sail ſhould come up to 
the Prince by Morning. 

By Morning we eſpy'd the Ifle of 
Wizht, and then the Prince commanded 
the Fleet ro be drawn 1nto the ſame 
Poſture as is before related, thovgh not 
ſtretching half Channel .over in this 
place.

The Prince then put out a Red Flag, 
at, the Mizen-yard-arm, and prepard to 
iand in Sixty boars which were laid 
ready for the purpoſe ; the Little Por- 
pus, a Ship of Eighteen Guns, being or- 
derd to run a ground to ſecure their 
Landing, Bat there was no' Oppoſition, 
General Mackay with his Six Regiments 
. of Engliſh and Scotch, having orders to 
Land firſt, and, as all the refr, were 
heartily welcom'd into England and fur- 
niſh'd with all manner of Proviſions for 


their Refreſhment. 
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The News of the Prince's being land- 
d was brgught to the City of Exeter, 
by ſeveral Expredes to the Earl of Bath. 
Upon which Captain Hicks came to the 
ityz where as (o0n as he appear'd, the 
caner ſort of People flockt to him in 
cry great Numbers to liſt themſelves 
the ſervice of the Prince of Orange. 
Vhich-the Mayor of the City hearing, 
ent for him, and askK'd him, Whether -. 
e had any Commitltion for what he was 
oing? And becaule he retus'd to pro- 
ce any , order'd him to be ſent to 
 Wrifon : but the Concourſe of People 
vas ſo great, about the Guild-Hall, 
hat they would not ſuffer him to be 
arried away, ſo that he remain'd in the 
ame place jn the Cuſtody of two Con- 
tables.

vd at the City, with Three or Four 
roops of Horle z where finding the 
Ate of the City. ſhut againſt them, the 
ord Mordant commanded the Porter 
0 open 1t upon pain of Death. Upon 
vhich it was ſet open; and being open, 
Pon the ſame Penalty the Porter was 
juir'd not to ſhut it agatg, As ſoon 
as:

in the Morning,/and taking Coach, wit

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the Road, driving for Dover. or ſome 


rivate Outlet not far off, from whence _ 
ſhe had the good hap to land in Frerce, 
together with her Babe, to which-as 
vet ſhe ſeems to ſhew a moſt tender and 
Motherly kindneſs. 

The Queen having thus left the Courr, 
the Chancellor, Father Petre, and all 
the reſt (for *tis thonght the Nufitio 
went away with the Queen ) thought ic 
their beſt way to ſhift for themſelves. 

The ſame Evening the King being re- 
wrned to London, ſent for the Lord 
Mayor and the Sheriffs; upon whom he 
aid a ſtrict Charge to take care of the 
City, and to keep it m Peace and Qut- 
etneſs, as far as lay in their Power, and 
lo diſmiſsd them. Afﬀter which the 
Council was a long time in Debate, and 
t Mecting was appointed the next 
Morning when, contrary to the Ex-.

Alderman $treet, the Mayor, 
Lieutenant Ho/torr, and about forty Ci- _ 
tizens, having conſulted together, and 
contrived which way to go to work; at 
Night ſecur'd the Caſtle and the Offi 
cers, the Governor himſelf willingly ſub- 
mitting : At three 1n the Morning, being 
aſſiſted by the Mz/:tia, then 1n the City, 
they fell into all the Quarters of the two 
Troops of Dragoons, diſarm'd them, 
and ſecur'd both Officers and Soldiers in 
the Caſtle and Town- Hall 3 which was 
done with little or no oppoſition. Then 
they difarm*d the Lord Molzenenx's Re- 
giment, the Soldiers being under ſuch a 
Conſternation, that they fled out of the 
City with that precipitation, that they 
ft good part of their AppareTt, and 
ſcarce lookt back between Cheſter and 
Lancaſhire. By nine in the Morning all 
was quiet, and the Prince's Declaration 
was read, and aflented to, with the 
loud Acclamations of the People. 
How- 
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However the-Mobile taking the op- 
portunity of this Interregrum, commu. 
red ſeveral Inſolencics, in ſeveral pan; 
and Counties of the Kingdom; more 
particularly if the County of Norfolk, 
where they grew to be ſo formidable 
as co bid defiance to the Trainbandsand 
Civil Magiſtrates: tho at length ſeveral 
of them were caught, ſome whipt, and

For remedy of which, and to pre- 
vent the like Diſorders forthe future, 
his Highneſs the Prince of Orange, by 
vertue of the Powers and Truſts repo- 
ſed in him, by the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons lateaſlembl[ 
at Weſi1inſter, iſſued forth a Declara- 
tion, by which his Highneſs conſtitu- 
ted, directed and appointed , all and 
every Perſon, not being a Papiſt, who 
Upon the firſt of Decenb. 1688. was 10 
the Othce of Sheriff, wit vane of Peace, 
or concern'd in the preſervation of the 
Peace, or Cuſtody, or Keeper, of any 
Priſon or Jayle, by Authority Mg 
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deriv'd, by vertue of the ſaid Declara- 
tion, to take npon them, and to exe- 
cate their ſaid Offices and Places re- 
fettively, and to ſappreſs all Riots, 
Routs and unlawful Aſſemblies what- 
ever. 

Upon the 29th of Jamary his High-
